MERICAN TRAINING CAMP 
A IN FRANCE, Sept. 27.—The 

Paris correspondent of Reu- 
ter’s, Limited, writes the following 
account of his recent visit to the 
training camp of the American ex- 
peditionary force: 

“I asked an English drill sergeant 
who had just given a bunch of six- 
teen American subalterns a breath- 
ing spell after some particularly 
strenuous exercises, what he thought 
of his charges. 

“Why, sir, we've just had ‘em in 
six days and look at ’em. They're 
training on beautiful.’ 

“"The best thing about ‘em, sir,’ 
he went on with professional pride, 
‘ts that they’re as keen as mustard. 
We ‘t give ‘em too much. They 
eat if up. At it eight hours a day 
and ask for more, and you can see 
for yourself, sir, ‘ow we made ‘em 
‘ustle. Just lettin’ ‘em see, sir, ‘ow 
we do it in our Uttle army.’ 

“Tt was on a visit to one of sev- 
eral camps somewhere in France 
where the American army is train- 
ing. After lunch with the division 
commander, a simple but ample 
meal, with a water washdown—as I 
am told it is in every mess—he in- 
vited me to come with him ‘to see 
how your English sergeant-major 
takes my aide over there and the 
rest of the school of officers and 
makes them run around.’ 

FASTER THAN BASEBALL 

“ *Yos,’ sald an alert officer, ‘come, 
see me sweat. The drill we get 
has baseball] skinned at the post as 
an exercise, but it is great stuff.’ 
“We stood later on a smiling hill- 
side while the general pointed out 
where there had been constructed 
in a dip three short lines of trenches, 
ue at a rise some hundred yards 
off. 

“ "Those potnts you see in the sun 
on the opposite slope,” he said, ‘are 
tin cans on sticks. You will know 
their use in a minute or two.’ 
“Ready, gentiemen,” said the drill 
sergeant. ‘Prepare for trench bay- 
onet practice by half-sections. You're 
to take these three lines of trenches, 
lay out. every Boche tin the lot and 
then get to cover and fire six rounds 
at them ‘ere tin ‘ats. Don't waste 
a shot, gentlemen, every bullet a 
Roche. Now then, ready! Over the 
top and give ‘em ‘ell right in the 
stomach. Fritz likes his victuals, 
but not that sort. Get at "em!'’ 
“Over the top they went with what 
must have been some wild college 
vell. They ran some ten yards and 
dug theire bayonets savagely into 
dummy Germans, made of sacks, 
who ewnne in the wind to meet 
them, and disappeared in the first 
trench. We could see the rifle butts 
lift and fall as they lunged des- 
perately at the supposed foe. Then 
up they came and on. again until 
we could see them spread-eagled he-

AMERICAN TRAINING CAMP 
IN FRANCE, Sept. 27.—What are 
technically known as battalion 
problems are just now engaging the 
attention of the more advanced 
units cf American troops training 
here for eventual works in the 
trenches. 

After the battalion problems will 
come regimental problems, then 
brigade problems, and lastly divi- 
sional problems, for in modern war 
the division is the largest fighting 
unit which remains intact within an 


army organization. The corps 
change from time to time both in 
the number and the identity of their 
divisions, but the divisions retain 
their integrity throughout. 

Within a division the battalion is 
the really important fighting unit, 
and thus battalion problems are the 
basis for all that follows. The prob- 
lems now engaging the battalions 
are those met in ordinary routine 
trench warfare. The Americans are 
working them out alone, but listen-/ 
ing to criticism afterward from both 
British and French officers, 

The proper carrying out of fe- 
liefs in trenches so that the enemy 
will not know when one unit has 
been replaced by another is one 
Phase of the battalion problem 
which ts being followed with fidelity 
to conditions actually found in, the 
front line. Offensive and defensive 
problems in large number and va- 
riety aleo are being worked out with 
commendable skill. One important 
feature of the present training is 
the searching of men and the use 
of captured German weapons of va- 
rious sorts and descriptions. These 
Weapons have been borrowed from 
the French, but ‘the Americans hope 
to capture many for themselves 
soon after they get a chance in the 
trenches. Particular attention is be- 
ing paid to instructions in operating 
German machine guns and trench 
mortars, as well as several species 
of bombs and hand grenades. 

Infantry regiments are now look- 
ing forward to the time when they 
will participate In maneuvers with: 
their own artillery. The prelim- 
inary training of the artillery is now 
fcoing on with excellent results, but 
much remains to be done. The ar- 
‘tery must have a month or more 
in the actual firing line shooting at 
German targets before it returns to 
co-operate with the infantry. The 
artillerymen are very anxious to be- 
gin shooting at enemy targets,

ACTIVE AGAIN. 


They are Forming Clubs in 
All Parts of Ireland. 


Movement is More Sentiment 
than an Organization. 


Free Erin Under the Crown 
a Very Welcome Idea. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

DUBLIN, Sept. 17. (by mall to 
New York.)—The Sinn Fein party 
in Ireland is extending its activities, 
and is forming local clubs every- 
where throughout the country. It 
still remains, however, rather a per- 
vading sentiment than a definite or- 
ganization. It is impossible to say 
which particular individuals are the 


authorized exponents of its pur- 
poses, and there is a good dea! of di- 
vergence both of tone and substance 
between the various pronounce- 
ments made from its platforms. 
Some speakers continue to preach 
revolution by armed forces. while 
others appear to aim at a pro- 
gramme much nearer the limits of 
practical politics. 
HOME RULE. 

The Associated Press correspond- 
ent has talked with some who are 
very influential in the movement to 
whom a free Ireland under the 
crown is quite a welcome idea, pro- 
vided it does not mean subjection 
to the British Cabinet. This is not 
so very far from the home rule that 
Canada enfoys. The great bulk of 
the support given at the elections 
to Sinn Fein candidates comes 
rather from men dissatisfied with 
the conduct of current politics and 
the necessary restrictions of the 
war. than from those who adhere 
elther in principle or practice to 
methods of violence, 

There is a continuously hopeful 
feeling that the Irish convention 
may turn out a geod workable 
scheme of self-government and the 
conviction is growing that if it does 
so the irreconciliable will be left 
without followers. 

“CALLING THE BLUFPF.” 

Meanwhile the military authori- 
ties are treating the situation on the 
assumption that the extremists 
mean what they say. They are, in 
fact, calling the bluff. So long as 
there is the threat of another re- 
bellion, they take the threat seri- 
ously and seem determined to make 
very clear the hopelessness of re- 
peating the wild experiences of Eas- 
ter week, 1916. Their policy is now

(BY A. FP. NIGHT WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, Sept. 27.—Col. Roose- 
velt today gave his own version of 
the secret conferences he held with 
tle German Ambassador in 1902 re- 
lating to the occupation of Vene- 
zuela by Germany, an incident that 
then threatened to bring on a war 
between Germany and the United 
States. Col. Roosevelt told the story 
for the first time, he said, in an ad- 
dress at a luncheon. 

“It was about a year after I took 
office,” Col. Roosevelt began. “Ger- 
many was then engaged, as she had 
been for years, in striving to extend 
her dominion all over the world. 
She had in view certain chosen po- 
sitions in South America. That was 
why Germany Was the etrongest foe 
of the Monroe doctrine. She aimed 
to turn South America into a Ger- 
man appendage. Venezuela at that 
time had a dictator named, Castro, 
commonly known as the ‘monkey of 
the Andes.’ 

GONE FAR ENOUGH. 

“I was determined that Vene- 
zuela should not become a German 
possession. Germany caid it was 


fine what was meant by perma- 
nency. I permitted John Hay to 
write a number of notes and then 
decided to handle the matter my- 
self. I sent for the German Am- 
bassador, and said to him: ‘This 
Venezuela business has been going 
on long enough and I cannot afford 
to let it get to the point where it 
will cause trouble for this country.’ 

“At that time England was back- 
ing Germany; and, while I had both 
against me, I paid little attention to 
England, but kept my eye on Ger- 
many. It was the last filcker of 


. England's antagonism to the United 


States. 

“I called the attention of the Am- 
bassador to the fact that Germany 
had a squadron of warships near 
Venezuela, threatening the mouth of 
the proposed Isthmian Canal. I 
demanded a statement of what Ger- 
many meant by temporary posses- 
sion, saying I did not propose to 
have any ninety-nine-year leases.

RISING IN CHICAGO. 


FIEDD BUILDING PARGEST OF 
MARBLE EVER REARED. 


Third of Fifteen-million-doliar 
Strecture Completed After Ten 
Years—Will Cover Eight Acres 
of Filled Land and will Contain 
Art Treasures of Middle West. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVB DISPATCH.) 

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Sept. 27.—What is said to 
be the largest marble structure 
ever erected, the greatest museum 
ever built upon the planet, is go- 
ing up under Chicago's nose and it 
doesn't know a thing about it. The 
poorest rummy that ever toiled for 
a Pharoah got a thrill out of the 
pyramids. The cheapest coolie that 
ever wielded 4 pick on the Taj 
Mahal whispered in awe of it to his 
kids. And yet the pyramids and 
the Taj Maha! and the cathedral of 
Cologne and the great wall of China 
were lesser dreams and 
dramas than the 


Ten years ago there was fifteen 
feet of water where the museum is 
going up. Eighty thousand sixty- 
foot piles were driven into the 
ground. On tup of these piles rein- 
forced concrete piers were laid. 

The plers were thirty feet high 
and extended twenty-six feet above 
the level of Michigan avenue. Dirt 
was hauled and piled around the 
outside of the piers. Then 257,000 
cubic yards of sand were hauled and 
dumped in between the piers until 
the forest of cement shafts vanished 
and the enclosure was entirely filled. 
Last year work was started on the 
surface. Since then 4000 tons of 
steel have been erected. Forty-two 
thousand cubic yards of cement have 
been used in the foundation. One 
hundred thousand cubic feet of 
Georgia marble has been set. 8S 
million bricks have been laid. 
Thirty-six thousand sixteen-foot 
planks have been nailed together 
for saaffoldings. A third of the 
structure is completed. The museum 
will be three stories high and cover 
eight acres.

WER FUNDS NOT 
TO BE DIVERTED. 


COUNCIL DIRECTS AUDITOR NOT 
TO DEPLETE FUND. 


Aqueduct Collections Must be 
Used to Pay Interest on Bonds 
and for Sinking Fund — Faith 
with People Must be Kept, is 
Stand, 


Money collected by the Public 
Service Commission in connection 
with the sale of aqueduct power will 
be used exclusively to pay the inter- 
est on aqueduct bonds, or the Coun- 
cll will learn the reason. This policy 
was adopted yesterday, when the 
Council sent instri@lons to the City 
Auditor not to approve demands up- 
on the power revenue fund in ex- 
cess of the $50,000 which the Public 
Service Commission agreed to set 
aside each month for payment of 
interest. 

When the matter was introduced 
in the Council yesterday Councilman 
Mallard produced a statement writ- 
ten recentiy by order of the Public 
Service Commission to the effect that 
the money collected from the power 
corporations would be set aside for 
interest and sinking fund. — 

President Conwell called the at- 
tention of the Council to the fact 
that the commission had given sim- 
llar assurances in the past, and had 
been unable to make them -_H 
referred te the promise that if the 
peaple would vote for aqueduct 
bonds the revenue from the sale of 
power would be used to pay the in. 
terest, and that the citizens would 
not be taxed in this connection. That 
it was necessary to levy a tax to 
meet the interest was announced by 
the president. 

Howard Robertson, chief deputs 
City Attorney, told the Council he 
did not know whether it has the 
legal authority to hold up warrants 
issued against the power revenue 
fund. Mr. Mallard sald he believed 
it would be a good tdea to adopt 
such a resolution for its moral ef- 
fect. The action was unanimous, al- 
though President Conwell said he 
was not certain that It was the wisest 
policy.

HITS VOYAGERS. 
Treasury Rule Makes One 
Economize if He Goes 
Abroad These Days. 


Important instructions were 
wired yesterday from Wash- 
ington to Collector of Customs 
Elliott relative to the tak- 
ing out of the country coin, 
bullion or currency, except 
under the regulations pre- 
scribed by the United States 
Treasury Department, a copy 
of which accompanied the 
telegram. 

. Travelers leaving the Unit- 
ed - States or its possessions 
may take abroad on person or 
as baggage, United States 
notes, National Bank notes 
and Federal Reserve notes, 
not to exceed $5000 for each 
person; silver dollars, subsi- 
diary silver coin and silver 
certificates to the amount of 
$200 for each person; gold 
coin or gold certificates, $200. 

They are required to sign 
a declaration that they are 
not taking out of the United 
‘States, in any manner, any 
coin, bullion or currency in 
excess of these amounts. This 
deciaratién must be taken up 
atgthe time of the inspection 
of the baggage, or when 
passports are vised. 


SCHOONOVER QUITS. 


O'Connor to be Nest United States 
Attorney for Southern District, 
According to Rumors. 


Albert Schoonover, United States 
Attorney,. has tendered his resigna- 
tion, and it has been accepted by 
the Attorney-General at Washington. 

Mr. Scheonover's first term ex- 
pired on July 28, last, and his re- 
appointment for a second term of 
four years was confirmed only re- 
cently by the Senate 

But it is understood that negotia- 
tions have been in progress ever 
‘since the death of E. J. Justice, spe- 
clal assistant to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, to place Schoonover exclusively 
on the frcotinatns Pacific fraud case.

ODD EVIDENCE INTRODUCED IN 
PHELAN TRIAL. 


Family Bible Giving Defendant's 
Age Tampered with, Contends 
Prosecution, but Defense Charges 
that Row of Family Caused Man's 
Arrest. 


Stating that she was born two 
days before Edward H. Phelan in 
Whittier and that she and Phelan 
were known as “the Phelan twins,” 
due to the fact that their birthdays 
were so close, Miss Rexie Dale, 
daughter of Mrs. J. W. Isbell, yes- 
terday proved the star witness in the 
prosecution of Phelan for failure to 
register. Phelan is on trial before 
a jury in Judge Bledsoe’s depart- 
ment of the United States District 
Court. 

Miss Dale says that she was born 
on July 11, 1886, and that Edward 
H, Phelan was ushered into the 
world two days later. This would es- 
tablish Phelan’s age as 31 on July 
11, last, a calculation which agrees 
with the contention of the govern- 
ment. 

Phelan, who ig a wealthy young 
rancher of Whittier, stated that he 
had not registered because he was 
over the age of 31 in that he had 
been born on March 13, 1886. In 
support of this claim, he introduced 
as evidence the family Bible, which 
gave his date of birth ag March 13, 
1886. That this date had been 
changed from July to March, is the 
contention of the government. 

The testimony of Joseph Phelan, a 
brother to the accused, and his wife, 
Edna F. Phelan, brought forth the 
fact that they believed that the man 
on trial was under the age of 31 on 
June 5 last. This testimory was used 
by the defense in an effort to show 
that a family row was at the bottom 
of the prosecution, but both denied 
the charge. 

Mary Phelan, the aged mother of 
the defendant, testified that her son 
was born on March 13, 1886 and 
gave further support to the defense’s 
allegations that family difficulties 
caused the court action. 

The stubborn fight being put up 
by the defense was irdicated when 
Monsignor Patrick Harnett, of 8t. 
Vibiana Cathedral, was summoned 
as the first witness. But he did not 
get very far. The records of the 
parish were read as to the Dapt:sm 
of Edward H. Phelan, on August 3%, 
1886, by the witness, but he was nct 
permitted to state what the book 
showed as to the birth of Phelan 
A long argument ersued and Judzs 
Bladsoe ruled out the record as to 
that fact.

HOUSE AS THE PRESIDENTS 
EMISSARY OF PEACE. 

Sooner or later the United States must 
sit with the great powers of the world— 
probably ag its presiding geniue—at a joint 
conference of nations, to decide on work- 
able peace terms, fair to all the signatories 
and guaranteed to be something more than 


termined to be, better prepared to shape 
the peace than it was to share the war. 
There will be no waiting on the event. It 
is reported that the President has reguested 
his friend, Col. E. M. House, to organize 
and direct American activities against the 
coming of the most stupendous event in the 
world’s history—the establishment of a 
peace, not for a year and a day, but for all 
people throughout all ages. 

Officials in Washington are sald to view 
the selection of Col. House with unquall- 
fied approval. The American people raise 
the question, “Is the famous Texan a big 
enough man for the work assigned him’”’ 
So far as the public is concerned, Col. 
House of late has been a comparatively ob- 
cure figure; he failed utterly in steering the 
President in Mexico; but in diplomatic cir 
cles this unofficial representative of the 
President has attained a respected position; 
and if not openly, at least privately, his ad- 
vice on many points has been sought by the 
war directors in the civilian councils of the 
Allies. That he has the knack of working 
inconspicuously is his best recommendation 
for his unofficial and altogether singular 
post as premier of the President's unrecog- 
nized cabinet. 

Every statesman, burdened with the 
heavy responsibilities, confronted with the 
thousand and one simultaneous problems 
that President Wilson is now bearing and 
facing, must have trusty advisers of the 
Col. Héuse stamp, to quietly absorb and re- 
produce for them the information on the 
strength of which decrees are issued and 
public acts perforthed. Between the Presi- 
dent and his proposed peace emissary there 
exists a close bond of mutual) faith and un- 
derstanding, based on a long period of co- 
operation in diplomatic flelds—from the 
troublesome times of the first breakdown in 
Mexico to the world crisis that depends 
upon the word of free America for its final 
solution. 

It is a big job thrust upon the shoulders 
of Col. House, if the dispatches may be re- 
lied upon. But the President knows his 
man, and the colone! understands the Pres!- 
dent. In fact, the President's declarations 
both on peace and war have been so clear, 
so direct and to the point, that Col. House 
will have no difficult task in impressing 
them on advisers of the Allied statesmen. 

At the same time it is necessary for the 
American people to grasp the full meaning 
of the President's reported action. Col. 
House, it would seem, is not empowered 
to attempt to bring about a separate Amer- 
fean peace by negotiation—or to suggest 
any definite date for the conference. In 
reality his chief occupation is said to be 
to establish an intelligence department for 
peace for the benefit of the American gov- 
ernment. His are the preliminary steps. 
the diagnosis of the case, on whose find- 
ings the head physicians may know how 
and when to act. 

The chief function, perhaps, of Col. 
House in Europe wil! be to harmonize Pu- 
ropean ideas with American aims. He may 
be expected to do work that the President 
or the foreign office or the responsible 
statesmen in Gharze of the prosecution of 
the war could not do directly, lest they 
give the enemy the impression that their 
country was weakenine anJ looking ‘or 
“any way out.” According to his closest 
friends Col. House’s best office is that of 
adviser, and as the President's peace em- 
issary he will have every opportunity to give 
bis napural gift free play. 

In so far as the government and people of 
the United States are concerned, there is 
nothing for Col. House to add to what the 
President has already sald in the noblest 
loftiest and simplest language ever em- 
ployed in the annals of international! diplo- 
macy. Col. House's position is plain, his 
directions unmistakable. When the world 
is “BAFE FOR DEMOCRACY”—asafe be- 
yond the dictation of one man or set of 
men; when a treaty can be drawn up with 
the German people, not with those who have 
repudiated their own signatures; then, how 
giadiy will the representatives of the 
United States sit with the representatives 
of the great GERMAN PPROPLE and ‘irect 
the councils of their allies in Britain and 
France, and Italy and Russia to securing 
for "German democracy the same bleesines 
and privileges in the defense of which 
America was ready to spend its last dollar 
and shed its last drop of blood. Yes. this 
literally, should che issue become a life 
and death one for the principles of human 
freedom. 

We hope the story about the President 
and the coionel is true and that Col. House 
will prove to be the right man in the right 
place. To the American public he is some- 
thing of an unknown quantity. But his in- 
structions are written clearly in a great 
public document. Even if the colonel pos- 
sesses only half the ability with which the 
official heads of two countries have cred- 
ited him, he should have no difficulty in 
establishing the position the United States 
will take at a peace conference for the Al- 
Hed friends of freedom. 

When the reports as to Col. House and 
his alleged mission have been sifted, what- 
ever the facts may be they can have no 
further significance than concerns the 
BEGINNING OF NEGOTIATIONS. To have 
peace the nations must first want it; then 
talk abont it: then necotiate for it; and 
finaily agree upon terms. There are no 
but the nations do want 
peace; they are really talking about it— 
and Col House mav start the negotiations.

HERE WILL HE GO? 

Public opinion in Los Angeles is une- 
Quivocally against the saloon. The Times 
firmiy believes the hour has come for the 
saloons of Los Angeles to retire into his- 
tory and reminiscent obscurity. They do 
more harm than good. They serve no es- 
sential purpose. They are not for the best 
interests of the city. They breed poverty 
and crime, because they are abused. The 
City Council should not hesitate to enact 
the anti-saloon ordinance. 

Nevertheless the fact remains that 200 
of them have been profitably supported in 
this city by a large portion of the masculine 
population. And not by sordid drunkards, 
either, but, for the most part, by respecta- 
ble, hard-working fellow-citizens. The sa- 
loon has been the poor man’s club, And 
it has not been a loathsome den of iniquity, 
as the Yanatical extremists wish to assert, 
but it has been for the most part earnestly 
regulated and orderly. There are dives 
and dumps and low grog shops; but no one 
strives so hard to keep the laws and regu- 
lations as the average saloonkeenper in Los 
Angeles, who is generally a shrewd, decent 
business man like any other. His existence 
depends on his good conduct. When the 


nors are not served. When the law says 
food must be served with drinks, food is 
served with all drinks) No women are al- 
lowed in the saloons. All the Increasing 
regulations for their management have been 
kept. And for this reason 200 of them have 
had the dally patronage of a large section 
of the population. Men greet their friends 
there, hold their confabs there—it is the 
poor man's social club. It is the business 
man's meeting place. 

Therefore, while the public is deciding 
that the saloon ‘must go-—in which The 
Times fully concurs—it behooves us not to 
lose our heads and condemn it as a hydra 
headed monster and nothing else. It is a 
long-established institution. It will be 
missed—and missed by many of our hard- 
working and worthy citizens quite as much 
as by the drunkard, 

What, therefore, as Mr. Lummis asked, 
are we providing to take its place? This Is 
a question for thoughtful citizens, who 
are not wholly intoxicated with te rabid 
spirit, to consider. What substitute can we 
offer for the saloon? What is reoing to be- 
come of the leisure of the thonsands of 
law-abiding men who have patronized it? 

It is a problem that has confronted Fne- 
land tn the newly-formed munition districts, 
where the saloon was taboo, but a substi- 
tute was demanded by the workine™man. 

The temperance hotel idea was tried with 
indifferent success. The worineman's 
club with a restricted license proved rather 
more popular, bnt the system which the 
government seems to have been found the 
most satisfactory is a sort of modified sa- 
loon-restaurant under the management of 
selected men who receive a commission on 
the food consumed and the clubs mating it 
their headquarters, but whose duty it is to 
keep the sale of liquor down to the most 
moderate consumption, and to boost the 
sale of soft drinks. The manarer rets no 
profit whatever out of the alcoholic liquor 
served. The recent reports describe this 
as the best workine scheme vet attained 
causing the least friction and fmnosine ner- 
sonal responsibility to the rovernment upon 
the manager. 

Rut certain it is, that while we are bhan- 
ishing the saloon, something ™r<t be found 
to take Its place Those neonle who have 
the hest Intereste of the citv and the east 
hody of workingmen at heart ~'!! vive this

P-TO-DATE GOSPEL, 

The pastors of churches of various de- 
nominations in Los Angeles are to be con- 
gratulated upon their choice of subjects for 
sermons. The old style of preaching, in 
which the minister usually put two-thirds 
of his congregation to sleep before he had 
reached his “thirdly” in his lengthy and 
scholarly discourse, has happily gone out of 
fashion, at least in Los Angeles. The up- 

_to-date pastor still picks his texts from the 

Bible, but his discourse has to do with the 
vital subjects of the day rather than with 
the comments of learned men on insignifi- 
cant points ‘n biblical history or in eecle 
siastical controversy. This is not an in4l- 
cation that the church is going backward 
or allying itself with worldly organizations 
or enterprises. On the contrary it is proof 
that the nrinciples of religion are being ap- 
plied to the practical issues of the day. It 
is no.wonder that in the good old days 
when the self-satisfied sinner sat in his 
pew and listened to arguments for or 
acainst certain formal ceremonies or doubt- 
doctrines. religion was often 
_fcised as futile and impractical. Today the 
discussion of ceremonies and creeds is giv- 
Ing way to outspoken utterances on queés- 
tions of right and wrong in everyday life. It 
is not so much the sins of David or the 
mistakes of Moses that concern the preach- 
ers and their congregations as it is the 
wrones committed by individuals and na- 
tions that exist today. The Pentecostal re- 
vival is history, and glowing history, but 
the church has begun to realize the neces- 
sity for the advent of the spirit of truth 
into the hearts of those who forget that the 
chief value of history lies In its warning to 
wronedoers and its golden examples to 
those who would avold the punishment 
meted out to the unrighteous In every age 
and every land. Today the questions of 
strikes, of pacifism, of sweatshops for 
children, of the idleness and dissipation of 
the poor and the extravagance and greed 
of the rich, provide all the subject ma- 
terial which the consctentious preacher re- 
quires for his sermons.

Unfortunately, his voice would not stand for a long run at any one stand. 


If he had a good manager he would not be allowed to abuse his voice the 
way he does. In the great open mystery of proper breathing there is one 
simple process that would give Mr. Sunday a control of his voice that would 
make him a new man and double his speaking power both for endurance 
and tone. He needs only to inhale a ful] breath three times in succession 


three times daily and then to exhale it through the mou 
ing almost a barking sound, to completely relax and re 


with gusto, mak- 
‘the vocal cords. 


This practice will give anyone a beautiful speaking voice. 


For a writer to compare another man with himself is neither criticism 


nor analysis, but to discuss another man in comparison with others in his 
own line is entirely legitimate, and it ig with this in mind that I am making 
the present sympathetic study of the truly good and really big evangelist 
who is at present the subject of much animated discussion in Los Angeles. 


Religion and the drama have it over philosophy because of their appeal 


to the imagination and the emotions. That Mr. Sunday does not over- 
emphasize either of these advantages is extremely in his favor. He gives his 
address to the emotions a reasonable and orthodox foundation. He has satire, 
logic, and sentiment; but his logic is incomplete, for he takes two steps 
instead of three. I have been wondering whether this can be intentiona] as 
a part of a peculiar method. It might be his form of initiation instead of the 
bad scholarship that it appears to be. He might he figuring upon God as the 
master, himself as the proponent, and the man who hears him as the candi- 
date to supply the missing word, the candidate through whom the crucified 
Christ ig to appear in spirit as the truth thus completing the ever incom- 
plete trinity. Unless this is his plan his logic, while strong and admirable, is 
one-third short of its full power. 


Mr. Sunday knows history, and this ig his best mental asset. He is lack- 


ing in philosophy, and this is his greatest handicap. A careful study of the 
littlest book by William James, called “The Will to Believe,” would give Mr. 
Sunday a way of putting his truly fine inspiration in @ clearer light. 


Next, as a student of fhe great art of oratory, Mr. Sunday needs to 


employ both paradox and whimsy and he ignores both, For paradox in the 
abstract he should acquaint himself with Gilbert Chesterton’s “The Man 
Called Thursday,” and for paradox in the concrete he should read many of 
Chesterton's essays. For whimsy he should reve] for a day in the one-act 
plays of Lord Alfred Dunsany and dig up a few of the stories of the late 
Charles Battel_Loomis. I speak of these things because to capture the mind 
and heart of an audience it is necessary to afford many surprises, no matter 


what your message.

One of the chief faults of Mr. Sunday as an orator is that he is great 


if he were ashamed of bis fine periods and frequently concludes them with 
some ridiculous remark. This is as much of an outrage as if an artist should 
paint a masterpiece and then hur! an ink bottle at it. 


In spite of advertising to the contrary, Mr. Sunday is singularly free 


from stage tricks or the slightest trace of vulgarity. He is very much the 
sort of creature as Ear] Rogers used to be a criminal lawyer. Most of his 
posing and his siang is not done by Sunday, but by his admirers and critics. 
His own method is merely dynamic and athletic, but is not strained and is 
not a pose. It is effective for the very reason that it is the unlimited freedom 


of persona! expression. 


People used to read the sermons of Dewitt Talmadge for their fine 


rhetoric; they read those of Sam Jones for their rough humor, and they read 
Charles Spurgeon for the sake of about the most robust spiritual instruction 
ever committed to printed page. Probably the only man who ever managed 
to make a printed sermon more vital than Spurgeon was Charles Muncey, the 
first truly great evangelist of the American pulpit. Muncey died before | was 
born, but to this day 1 can remember the last line of one of his sermons 


where he cried out, “Oh, lost soul, fly on, 


fly on! Thou shalt neve: 


find peace until the ghost of eternity shall greet thee over the grave of 
God—Thou shalt never find rest until] thou art able to fold thy pinions over 


the tombstone of thy creator. 


Our American pulpit has recently provided notable examples of ofty 


pulpit oratory. As lilustrations we have the emotional power and sublime 
rhetoric of the late Charles Galloway, bishop of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South; the remarkable logic and thunderous command of golden 
words commanded by Bishop Gaylard, chancellor of the University of the 
South of Sewanee, and the crystalline clarity and friendship in Christ of 
Robert EB. Spear, of the Presbyterian Board of Missions, and while any ot 
these men soared far beyond the natural mental capacity of Billy Sunday 
none of them have greater sincerity or such lovable and electric personalities 
and not one of them ever went more surely to the hearts of their hearers. 
Sunday's power is that he arouses the conscience and that his method of 
trail-hitting is a grand comprom'se between the emotiona! hysteria of the 
old-fashioned mourners’ bench and tbe other extreme of not committing the 
candidate in any personal way. Sunday’s trail-hitting simply makes the other 
fellow give his promissory note. Thre pledge is to one’s self, but it seems to 
stick better for a few witnesses. People have a curious shame in breaking 
obligations to others, when they would not hesitate to act in bad faith with 
themselves. The Rev. William is simply giving weak human nature a sturdy 
crutch,

Company of San Pedro would get 
of.

Litechke at the request of his broth- 
er, and was told by Mr. Litschke 
that he did not want to be the first 
to break his word. He further said 
the bakers had agreed they would 
price. 

Daniel E. Stanton of Santa Mon- 
ica told the driver for the United 
States Baking Company that nobody 
could dictate to him at what price 
to sell bread, and opened up his own 
bakery.

SECRET PARLEY 
ON DRY MOVE. 


Council Discusses Measure to 
Close Saloons, 


Majority of City Heads Favor 
Proposed Legislation. 


Prohibition Workers Approve 
Nearly All Modifications. 


Considerable progress was made 
yesterday by those behind the move- 
ment to have the Council adopt an 
enti- saloon ordinance instead of 
placing the matter before the peo- 
ple at an expensive special election. 
By taking the proposed action the 
Council would save the taxpayers 
nearly $200,000 and they are dis- 
posed to settle the Guestion without 
an election. 

At a conference yesterday morn- 
ing called by Mayor Woodman, the 
Councilmen, it is said, expressed 
themselves freely upon the question 
but all were bound to secrecy and 
Just what the attitude of the indi- 
vidual members wil] be is more or 
less urcertain. That a majority of 
them are in favor of adopting some 
sort of an ordinance, however, is not 
disputed. 

It is understood that Supt. Gandier 
of the Anti-Saloon League is not op- 
posed to the addition of two or three 
amendments to the ordinance which 
his organization has proposed. They 
are as follows: 

Fixing the date for the closing of 
saloons June 30, 1918. 

Compelling breweries and wineries 
to sell through the licensed family 
liquor store or wholesale houses. 

Preventing the social clubs from 
selling on Sunday. 

The Anti-Saloon League will op- 
pose any change in the provision 
which regulates the hours during 
which the cafes, hotels, etc., may 
eel] liquor. 

Other minor changes no doubt will 
be suggested, but it is not believed 
that the Anti-Saloon League will ap- 
prove very many of them. 

A majority of the meinbers of the 
Courct] are “dry.” several being 
elected upon their promises to the 
Prohibition element, They natural- 
ly will not approve an ordinance 
which is not satisfactory to the 
Anti-Saloon League. 

While the Council] is wrestling 
with the knotty problem, the Anti- 
Saloon League is continuing Its ef- 
forts to secure signatures to Its ini- 
tiative ordinance petitions. Petitions 
for the “vhort” ordinance, which 
fixes the date of closing saloons 
June 30, 1918, also are yet in the 
field. 

A member of the Council sald yes- 
terday: 

“This is a ticklish question, but it 
has been placed up to us in such 4 
manner that we cannot very well 
back away from it. By enacting the 
ordinance it appears to me we will 
be doing what the people would do 
at a especial election. It is plainly 
our @uty to do what a majority of 
the people want us to do and I am 
satisfied that a majority favor the 
elimination of the saloon. 

“Mh election would cost the tax- 
payers about $40,000. In addition, 
we would have to make arrange- 
ments to get the $100,000 or more 
which we had counted upon to re- 
ceive from the saloorists during the 
last three months of the fiscal year. 
This is the only sensible solution to 
the problem and I am for it.” 


LW.W.’S TO FACE 
TRIAL IN CHICAGO. 


Although no definite arrangements 
have been made, Federal] officials 
stated here yesterday that prosecu- 
tion of the I.W.W. members now be- 
hind the bars at Fresno will prob- 
ably take place in Chicago, instead 
of in the local Federal Court. 

All of the evidence tending to 
show the activities of the LW.W. 
In the pro-German propaganda has 
been collected at Chicago, much of 
it secured by the wholesale raid on 
the offices and headquarters of the 
disloyal crowd in various parts of 
the country some weeks ago. The 
investigation into the question as to 
just how far the accused were inter- 
ested or concerned in the conspiracy 
to render aid and comfort to the 
common enemy, has been held in 
Chicago, and there is nothing at this 
end of the line except that about
